In response to Applicant's argument that the pending office action fails to address the second portion and the surface of the second portion 
as claimed, Examiner responds that 1 ) it is clearly pointed out in the office action that Xu is relied upon for teaching a second portion 
comprising a laterally extending sidewalls of pedestal cover, as claimed; 2) regarding the aforementioned surface of the second portion 
located below the top planar surface of the first portion that also includes a peripheral circumferential groove, this teaching can be found in 
the disclosure of Patadia, as claimed and as described in the office action. Examiner further notes that a pedestal cover provided with a 
surface of a second portion (i.e. a laterally extending sidewall) including the groove as disclosed and taught in Patadia would be parallel and 
lower than a top first portion of the pedestal cover. Examiner also notes that the references are used in combination. Examiner does not 
take the position that any of the relied upon prior art discloses the claimed invention in and of itself. Further, in response to Applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, it has been found that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
